Mr,  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Services  for  the  year,  1966. 

There  has  again  been  an  increase  in  the  population.  The  birthrate 
remains  higher  than  the  National  average  and  the  death  rate  remains  low. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  very  low  for  most  of  the  year, 
but  an  outbreak  of  measles  occurred  in  t,he  last  quarter  of  the  year,  affecting 
many  children.  Although  the  majority  of  children  recover  rapidly  from 
Measles,  the  illness  does  cause  troublesome  complications  in  some,  and  also, 
during  a large  outbreak,  causes  dislocation  of  school  work  and  involves  extra 
calls  for  family  doctors. 

The  recently  developed  live  vaccine  for  measles  immunisation,  if  given 
to  a large  enough  number  of  susceptible  children  of  2 years  old  and  over, 
will  virtually  eliminate  this  childhood  illness  from  the  population, 

I wish  to  thank  Mr,  D.W.A.  Vince,  the  Chairman,  Mr.  T.B.J.  Groves,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  all  other  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  consideration  to  me  during  the  year, 

I am  grateful  also  to  Mr.  Townsend,  the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  Mr,  Panks, 
the  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  all  other  officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  help  and  advice.

AND  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supplies 

The  mains  water  supply  used  in  the  Hadleigh  Urban  District  is  supplied 
by  the  ’.Vest  Suffolk  Water  Board  who  maintained  a very  adequate  and  wholesome 
supply  throughout  the  year.  Complaints  were  received  from  some  householders 
of  discolouration  of  the  water  at  times.  Samples  taken  on  every  occasion 
proved  to  be  bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

Hadleigh  Urban  District  Council  staff  carried  out  water  main  extensions 
on  behalf  of  the  West  Suffolk  Water  Board  to  housing  sites  and  the  Council's 
Industrial  Estate. 

Water  Samples  taken  - 13 
Sewage  Disposal 

The  Brett  Sewage  Works  have  now  been  operational  for  over  a year  and  in 
the  main  have  been  functioning  very  well  with  a satisfactory  final  effluent 
discharge  to  the  River  Brett,  samples  of  the  final  effluent  having  been  taken 
for  analysis  by  the  staff  of  the  Essex  River  Authority. 

Some  trouble  has  beon  encountered  with  the  method  of  sludge  drying 
especially  in  periods  of  wet  weather  in  that  the  sludge  drying  beds  have 
inadequate  underdrainage  and  it  is  apparent  that  some  improved  method  of 
under drainage  will  have  to  be  incorporated. 

Cleansing  Services 

House  and  trade  refuse  is  collected  bv  direct  labour  and  tipped  in  a 
disused  pit  at  Red  Hill,  adjacent  the  Hadleigh  - Aldham  boundary. 

The  vehicles  employed  on  the  collection  of  refuse  are  '■'einp1  taxed 
to  their  limit  and  it  is  obvious  that  a new  and  larger  capacity  vehicle  is 
urgently  required  if  the  service  is  to  continue  satisfactorily  a&d  economically. 

The  paper  s^ck  system  of  collection  has  been  extended  and  has  been  a 
main  factor  in  assisting  the  continued  smooth  running  of  this  service  in 
spite  of  the  ever  growing  rate  of  house  building  in  the  district. 

The  few  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  in  the  more  remote  unsewered  parts 
of  the  district  are  emptied  on  a rechargeable  basis  by  arrangement  with  the 
Cosford  Rural  District  Council  to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  this  service. 

Street  scavenging  was  carried  out  throughout  the  district,  again  with 
some  little  difficulty  due  to  staffing  problems. 

Caravan  and  Camping  Sites 

There  are  no  holiday  samping  sites  in  the  district.  The  small  number 
of  individual  sites  licensed  on  a year  to  year  basis  were  found  to  be 
maintained  in  a satisfactory  manner.
